THE ASSOCIATION OF PRIVATE ENTERPRISE EDUCATION 
PURPOSE, MISSION, AND IMPLEMENTATION 

The Association of Private Enterprise Education was created in 1978 by educators, many of 
whom held university Chairs of Private Enterprise, and business people committed to furthering 
economic understanding.
